Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-3, 7-15, drawn to communication over free space having a 
plurality of contiguous regions served by respective fixed station via time division 
multiple access (TDMA), classified in class 370, subclass 337 (or class 455, subclass 
63.1) 

II. Claim 4, drawn to interchanging time slots of a super frame in a time 
frame, classified in class 370, subclass 376. 

III. Claims 5-6, drawn to communication over free space having a plurality of 
contiguous regions served by respective fixed station via time division multiple access 
(TDMA), wherein each of the regions is subdivided into a plurality of sectors, classified 
in class 455, subclass 63.2 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Group I recites embodiments 1-2, 5-10 described in figures 1-3 and 6-1 1 of the 
application. 

Group II recites a third embodiment described in figures 4 of the application. 

Group III recites a fourth embodiment described in figures 5 of the application. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic claim. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
